DR.  ABRAHAM  JULES 


Abraham  Julius  Jules  is  a  native  of  the  Caribbean  island  of  Trinidad,  where  he  received  his  early  formal 
education.  Born  into  a  fourth  generation  Seventh-day  Adventist  family,  Pastor  Jules  always  felt  called  to 
the  Gospel  Ministry,  and  made  the  decision  to  accept  God's  call  early  in  life.  Soon  after  he  migrated  to 
the  United  States  of  America  with  his  family  as  a  teenager,  he  purposed  in  his  heart  to  pursue  his  goal  of 
becoming  a  minister;  going  first  to  Oakwood  College,  where  he  obtained  his  Bachelor  of  Art  degree  in 
Theology  and  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  Business  Administration. 

Upon  graduation  from  Oakwood  College  in  1983,  Pastor  Jules  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  the 
Northeastern  Conference  to  pastor  the  New  Life  Seventh-day  Adventist  church  in  Brooklyn,  New  York. 
Immediately,  the  small  group  began  to  benefit  from  the  zeal,  enthusiasm  and  vision  of  the  young  pastor. 
Early,  showing  unambiguous  signs  that  God  had  richly  blessed  his  evangelistic  campaign  in  the  summer 
of  1984,  baptizing  60  precious  souls  into  the  remnant  family  of  believers,  the  New  Life  congregation 
bid  him  a  sad  farewell  in  1985  when  he  left  for  Andrews  University  Theological  Seminary,  where  he 
received  the  Master  of  Divinity  degree  in  1987. 

After  Andrews,  Pastor  Jules  took  up  responsibilities  at  the  New  Hope  church  in  Harlem,  New  York  City. 
In  the  three  and  half  years  that  he  pastored  there,  the  congregation  was  transformed  from  a  small 
fledgling  group  of  40  members  into  a  vibrant,  thriving  Christian  community  of  well  over  300  members. 

From  New  Hope,  Pastor  Jules  then  moved  on  to  the  Kingsboro  Temple  of  Seventh-day  Adventists  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York.  During  his  6  1/2  year  pastorate,  Kingsboro  grew  from  a  mission  of  67  members  to 
over  1000.  Under  his  leadership  a  church  building  was  purchased  and  renovated  in  excess  of  1.5  million 
dollars.  The  Emmanuel  Tabernacle  of  Seventh-day  Adventists  was  established  during  his  pastorate  at 
Kingsboro.  In,  addition  to  his  administrative  responsibility,  he  attended  a  Seminary  in  Dayton,  Ohio 
where  in  1995,  he  earned  the  Doctor  of  Divinity  Degree.  In  1994  at  a  crusade  held  in  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  265  souls  were  baptized  as  a  result  of  his  evangelistic  efforts. 

In  1997,  Pastor  Jules  became  the  Pastor  of  the  City  Tabernacle  of  Seventh-day  Adventist,  where  he  is 
still  the  pastor.  Under  his  leadership  and  administration,  the  City  Tabernacle  Church  building  was 
completely  refurbished,  utilizing  over  $700,000  in  funds  raised  for  the  project.  The  church  in  gratitude 
for  his  tremendous  efforts,  named  the  Administration  Building  in  his  honor.  During  his  pastorate  at  the 
City  Tabernacle  of  Seventh-day  Adventists,  the  Dimensions  of  Hope  Seventh-day  Adventist  Church  was 
established  with  a  founding  membership  of  302,  as  a  result  of  his  evangelistic  effort. 

Dr.  Jules  has  been  a  featured  speaker  at  numerous  revivals,  weeks  of  prayer,  workers  meetings,  camp 
meetings,  and  seminars  in  evangelism  and  church  administration,  though  the  United  States.  He  has  held 
evangelistic  efforts  in  Little  Rock,  Arkansas  (1965);  Harlem,  New  York,  where  302  souls  were  baptized 
(the  largest  baptism  in  Adventist  history  for  that  area)  1998;  Los  Angeles,  California;  Tacoma, 
Washington;  Anchorage,  Alaska,  and  in  other  places  such  as  Kingston,  Jamaica;  ;Sydney  Australia; 
Hamilton,  Bermuda,  Toronto,  Canada,  Trinidad,  West  Indies  where  he  baptized  over  450  souls  in  2000; 
London  England,  Johannesburg,  South  Africa;  Auckland,  New  Zealand  and  other  parts  of  the  world. 

On  two  occasion.  Dr.  Jules  has  been  honored  as  the  Northeastern  Conference  "Pastor  of  the  Year"  by  the 
Youth  Department  and  the  Personal  Ministries  Department. 

On  June  2,  2002,  Dr.  Jules  reached  a  major  milestone  in  his  personal  life  when  he  married  the  former  Dr. 
Dominique  Juste.  With  his  new  bride  at  his  side,  Dr.  Jules  continues  to  be  a  dynamic,  formidable  force 
promoting  the  gospel,  keeping  his  hand  in  the  Master's  as  he  seek  to  do  his  part  to  find  the  work.

Robert  Andrews,  Jr.  was  bom  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  September  1 8, 1 932.  At  a  very  early  age  Robert,  Jr  gave  his  heart  to 
the  Lord  and  was  baptized  on  his  sixteenth  birthday.  He  attended  Adelphian  Academy  in  Holly,  Michigan,  and  while  there  he 
decided  to  become  a  minister  After  graduating  fix)m  Adelphian,  Robert  enrolled  at  Emmanuel  Missionary  College,  majoring 
in  Religion. 

One  summer,  Robert  met  an  Oakwood  student,  colporteuring  in  Detroit,  named  Cordelia  Weathington.  She  invited  him 
to  come  to  Oakwood  College.  After  praying  about  it,  he  felt  that  it  was  the  thing  to  do,  so  in  the  fell  of  1955,  he  enrolled  at 
Oakwood  College.  He  graduated  from  Oakwood,  spiing  of  1 956  president  of  the  class.  That  same  summer  her  and  Cordelia 
Weathington  were  married.  Afterwards  they  moved  to  Washington,  D.C.,  where  Robert  attended  the  Adventist  Seminary, 
graduating  witli  a  masters  degivie  in  New  Testament  Greek  and  Systematic  Theology. 

In  December,  1957,  the  Andrews  received  a  call  to  pastor  in  the  Southern  California  conference.  Robert  was  the  first 
pastor  of  the  Pacoima  SDA  Church,  now  called  Crossroads  SDA  Church.  In  1962  they  accepted  a  call  to  the  Lake  Region 
Conference  to  pastor  a  district  of  churches  in  Indiana  (Fort  Wayne,  Marion  and  Muncie).  The  following  year  they  were  moved 
to  a  larger  district  in  Michigan  (Flint,  Saginaw  and  Pontiac). 

In  1967,  Robert  felt  impressed  to  take  a  study  leave  fi-om  the  ministry  and  pursue  a  Ph.D.  in  Speech  Communications  at 
Michigan  State  University.  This  was  a  turning  point  in  his  life  for  his  femily  had  increased  to  six,  with  four  children.  After 
graduating  from  this  progiam  in  1969,  Robert  and  Cordelia  received  a  call  to  mission  service  at  West  bxlies  College  in 
Jamaica.  W.l.  (now  known  as  Northern  Caribbean  University). 

While  there,  Robert  assisted  the  college  in  developing  an  extension  graduate-studies  program  with  Andrews  University.  This 
program  enabled  Adventist  ministers  and  teachers,  who  worked  in  the  Caribbean  Union  and  wished  to  upgrade  their  educa- 
tion to  the  Masters  Degree  level,  to  do  so  at  West  Indies  College  during  the  summers.  The  Andrews  served  the  college  in 
various  capacities  for  two  four-year  terms.  In  the  midst  of  the  two  terms  they  returned  to  the  States  tor  a  one-year  fiirlough. 
They  spent  that  year  at  Andrews  University  where  Cordelia  upgraded  her  education  and  Robert  was  encouraged  to  pursue  a 
second  doctorate  in  Higher  Education  Administration. 

In  1 978,  the  Andrews  received  a  call  to  Oakwood  College.  Robert  has  worked  at  Oakwood  both  as  an  administiator  and 
teacher  until  his  retirement  in  1997.  he  still  teaches  in  the  Communications  Department  when  needed,  and  also  serves  as 
Church  Leader  in  the  Courtland  SDA  chiuch  some  50  miles  fi-om  Huntsville. 

Robert  is  a  fourth  generation  Seventh-day  Adventist.  Both  his  mother  and  grandmother  attended  Oakwood.  Cordelia's 
mother  also  was  an  Oakwoodite.  Their  four  children,  Esther,  Michael,  Deborah,  and  Karen,  all  attended  Oakwood  College. 
Three  of  their  grandchildren  have  attended  Oakwood  elementary/ Academy. 

The  Andrews  have  dedicated  their  lives  to  doing  all  that  they  can  to  support  Christian  education  and  to  hasten  the  doming 
of  the  Lord  —their  Blessed  Hope.

Upon  completing  1  st  tiiru  8th  grade  at  the  Bethel  elementary  School,  four  years  at  Northeastern  Academy,  Sudie 
enrolled  at  Oakwood  College,  where  she  spent  two  years.  As  Nutrition  major,  Sudie  recalls  these  as  "the  most  memorable 
years  of  her  life".  Unable  to  complete  a  nutrition  degj-ee  at  Oakwood  at  the  time,  Sudie  attended  Andrews  University  for  the 
next  four  years.  The  experience  at  Andrews  University  caused  Sudie  to  realize  that  there  is  no  comparison  between  Oakwood 
College  and  Andrews  University.  She  was  not  very  happy  there  and  she  left  Andrews  with  only  nine  credits  to  complete  a 
Bachelor's  Degree  in  Health  Science.  It  would  be  another  three  years  before  she  would  achieve  his  educational  milestone.  In 
the  meantime,  Sudie  returned  to  Brooklyn  and  found  employment  as  a  substitute  teacher  and  a  cleric  for  tlie  NY  State 
Thruway  Toll  System. 

With  a  degree  in  her  hand,  Sudie  once  again  headed  fca-  Brooklyn,  NY  as  a  social  wori<cer  for  these  adults  with  child-like 
minds  to  be  an  enlightening  experience.  The  attention  she  gave  them  was  eagerly  rewarded  with  a  smile.  Sudie  seems  to  have 
a  talent  for  effectively  communicating  and  working  closely  with  minority  populations  that  are  often  avoided  by  many  workers 
who  are  considered  to  be  among  the  mainstream  of  society.  Sudie  now  works  as  a  case  manager  of  people  living  vAth  AIDS 
(T-cells  of  200  and  below).  She  has  been  told  that  she  makes  a  diff'erence  in  the  lives  of  these  individuals.  She  treats  them  like 
human  beings.  Once  she  completes  a  visit  with  a  client,  she  always  gives  him/her  a  hug.  When  it  is  necessary  to  serve  as  an 
escort  for  an  appointment  to  conduct  personal  business,  she  walks  beside  her  client  while  holding  conversations.  This  makes 
the  client  feel  as  though  they  are  valued  as  an  individual. 

Although  Sudie  never  married,  she  is  family  oriented  and  definitely  a  family  person.  She  has  two  children  Sonja,  a  fi^esh- 
man  at  Oakwood  College  and  Louis,  a  6th  grader  at  Bethel  elementaiy  School.  She  loves  her  family  and  spends  much  of  her 
time  engaging  in  family  gatherings.  She  considers  herself  the  "family  representative"  for  all  special  celebrations.  She  makes  it 
a  priority  for  making  arrangements  for  her  mother,  her  children  and  herself  to  attend  graduations  of  each  of  her  nieces  and 
nephews  in  spite  of  the  distance.  During  the  holidays,  you  can  find  Sudie  in  the  kitchen  cooking  a  fevorite  dish  or  dessert  for 
every  family  member  expected  to  be  present  at  a  given  occasion.
